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THE  GREAT  CONVENTION    OF   CHRIS- 
TIAN ENDEA  VOR  A  T  MINNEAPOLIS. 


It  was  our  privilege,  as  a  delegate 
from  the  Young  People's  Society  of 
Grace  Church  to,  attend  the  Tenth  In- 
ternational Convention  of  Christian  En- 
deavor, held  at  Minneapolis  July  9th 
to  12th.  After  a  brief  visit  in  the  latter 
part  of  June  with  Father  and  Mother, 
and  other  friends  at  Gle.nford,  Ohio,  we 
returned  home  July  4th,  to  spend  the 
following  Sabbath  with  our  people,  and 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  our  trip  to  the  "Twin  Cities  of  the 
Great  Northwest."  We  left  home  on 
Tuesday  morning  July  7th,  continuing 
our  journey  on  that  day  as  far  as  Chica- 
go, where  we  tarried  for  two  days. 
While  in  this  great  and  bustling  city  of 
the  West,  we  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of 
Mr.  Charles  Foucht,  a  nephew, 
and  a  former  Goshen  friend,  Mr. 
Weston  Beck,  also  Mr.  Bodel, 
an  old  friend..  These  young  men 
are  industrious,  jolly  and  genial  fellows, 
and  entertained  us  pieasaatly  white 
with  them. 

We  left  Chicago  Wednesday  night  at 
10:30,  choosing  the  "Burlington"  as  our 
route  to  the  Northwest.  We  had  the 
good  fortune  of  falling  in  with  the  Ohio 
delegation  of  Endeavorers  at  Chicago, 
going  in  a  special  train  of  some  nine  or 
ten  coaches.  We  had  a  journey  of  some 
four  hundred  and  fifty  miles  be- 
us,  and  we  were  glad  to  find 
lot  cast  in  with  such  pleas- 
associates.  As  far  as  we 
able    to    learn,  every   passenger 
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on   board   was  an   endeavorer,    and  en- 
route  for  the  convention. 

The  grater  part  of  the  night  was  spent 
in  snoozing,  though  with  frequent  and 
prolonged  intervals  of  wakefulness. 
At  early  dawn  of  the  following  morning 
we  were  just  nearing  the  grand  old 
Mississippi.  For  a  distance  of  more 
than  three  hundred  miles  the  Burling- 
ton winds  along  the  very  edge  of  the 
river.  The  scenery  was  truly  grand. 
Upon  our  left  was  the  river,  its  waters 
clear  and  beautiful,  and  calm  as  a 
molten  mirror,  with  here  and  there  a 
boat  floating  upon  its  bosom.  Upon 
our  right  was  the  rock-ribbed,  mountain- 
ous bank.  Some  places  bare  and  bleak, 
while  elsewhere  covered  with  shrubbery 
and  flowers.  On  and  on  we  raced  up 
the  river,  until  the  middle  of  the  after- 
noon when  we  reachsd  the  Sister  Cities 
of  the  Northwest.     Already  more  thaD 


a  hundred  miles  this  side  of  these  cities, 
we  were  met  by  a  committee  of  En- 
deavors, who  came  to  be  our  special  es- 
corts to  the  convention,  and  to  see  that 
every  delegate  was  assigned  a  place  of 
entertainment.  This  gave  us  confi- 
dence, and  assurance,  that  we  should 
have  a  warm  welcome  in  the  hdmes  and 
hearts  of  the  people  of  Minneapolis  and 
St.  Paul. 

When  Ave  reached  the  end  of  our 
journey  we  at  once  reported  at  Con- 
vention Hall,  registered,  received  the 
convention  badge,  and  attended  the 
opening  exercises  of  the  afternoon, 
which  consisted  of  addresses  of  wel- 
come and  responses.  At  5 :30  p.  m. 
we  went  to  the  Nicollet  House, 
headquarters  for  the  Indiana  dele- 
gation, where  according  to  previous 
arrangement  we  were  to  meet  at  that 
hour,  Elder,  D.  W.  Souder,  who  had 
preceded  U3  to  the  We  it  some  ten  or 
more  days,  also  the  Mr.  Courads  of 
Minneapolis,  unc.es  of  Mrs.  Zart- 
jiiir.,  .-.'L^.-i  b^w  i  >vu  were  to 
be  while  in  the  city.  We  were 
not  disappointed  in  our  arrange- 
ments. When  we  came  to  the  Nicollet 
office  we  at  once  found  our  good  brother 
"Dan,"  quite  good  just  at  that  time, 
feeling  somewhat  forlorn,  and  some 
like  a  fish  out  of  water.  He  had  drifted 
up  the  stream,  anchored  in  the  midst  of 
a  mighty  host  of  endeavorers,  himself 
an  endeavorer  at  heart,  but  without 
the  formalities  and  "conventionalities." 
He  took  the  oath  of  allegiance,  was 
furnished  with  a  Grace  Church  and 
State  badge,  and  then  he  felt  much 
better.  He  seemed  greatly  re- 
joiced to  meet  his  preacher  in  such  a 
throng  of  strangers,  and  we  are  certain 
the  preacher  was  no  less  rejoiced  to 
meet  him.  In  a  short  time  after 
our  arrival  at  the  hotel  we 
also  met  our  friends,  who  show- 
us  no  little  kindness  while  in  the  Twin 
Cities,  and  who  entertained  us  so  very 
kindly  and  pleasantly.  This  was  one 
of  the  very  pleasant  features  of  our 
visit  to  Minneapolis,  namely  that  we 
were  privileged  to  sojourn  with  our  own 
kindred,  and  who  did  so  much  to  make 
our  stay  pleasant. 

THE  CONVENTION,  AN  INNUMERABLE  GREAT 
COMPANY. 

It  is  not  possible  to  convey  to  another 
an  accurate  idea  of  the  Minneapolis 
Convention.  One  must  have  been 
present  to    see,    heai\    and    enjoy  it,  to 


have  a  full  conception  of  that  great 
gathering  of  God's  people. 

Convention  Hall  had  a  seating  capac- 
ity of  fifteen  to  twenty  thousand.  At 
almost  every  meeting  this  immense  hall 
was  packed  from  first  floor  to  the  upper- 
most seats  in  the  great  galleries.  Look- 
ing over  that  great  multitude  of  up- 
lifted faces  it  seemed  to  us  that  it  was 
for  numbers,  almost  like  the  stai-s  of 
heaven,  which  no  man  can  number,  or 
as  the  grains  of  sand  upon  the  sea  shore. 
The  convention  was  inter-state  and  in- 
ter-national. The  delegates  came 
from  the  four  ends  of  our  great 
Commonwealth,  and  adjoining  prov-- 
ince3.  There  were  more  than  eleven  thou- 
sand delegates  registered,  and  it  was 
supposed  that  there  were  several  thous- 
and who  were  not  registered,  besides 
many  thousands  were  present  at  the  con- 
vention who  are  friends  of  the  movement, 
but  are  not  formally  identified  with  i£. 
It  was  the  largest  assembly  of  Christian 
people  ever  convened  iu  the  history  of 
tiie  chnstiat!  Church, 

TheConvention/'Inter-racetional." 
— One  speaker  said,  this  convention 
as  the  Christian  Endeavor  movement  is 
not  only  international,  but  also  "inter- 
race-tional."  This  was  true.  Among 
those  who  wore  the   convention   badges 

were  representatives  of    many    races ■ 

Whites,  Africans.  Chinese,  and  Indians 
from  the  "Wild  West."  Christianity  is  to 
be  the  universal  religion.  It  is  adapted 
to  all  nations,  iall  races,  all  people. 
The  angel's  message  to  the  shepherds 
shall  be  fulfilled.  "Behold,  I  bring 
you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  whicfi 
shall  be  to  all  people."  The  Christian 
Endeavor  movement  is  Christianity 
crystalized  into  life  and  action,  and  is 
universal  in  its  adaptations  to  the  needs 
and  wants  of  man  as  is  the  Gospel 
itself. 

INTER-DENOMINATIONAL. 

This  was  one  of  the  most  pleasant 
features  of  the  convention,  and  is  one 
the  most  hopeful  indications  of  this 
movement.  For  many  centuries  past 
the  armies  of  the  living  God,  have  been 
broken  up  into  fragments.  There 
ha3  been  a  long  felt  need  of  closer 
unity  and  co-operation  among  God's 
people.  Possibly  more  time  has  been 
spent  in  building  up  denominational 
walls,  than  in  building  up  the  walls 
of  the  Lord's  Kingdom.  The  words 
of  our  great  Teacher  are  after  all  true, 
and  our   soul's   vision   should    ever  be 
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firmly  fixed  upon  them,  "For  one  is 
your  Master,  even  Christ;  and 
all      ye        are         brethren."  The 

Christian  Endeavor  Movement  has 
already  done  much,  in  establishing 
a  closer  bond  of  union  among  the  young 
people  of  the  different  churches,  and  it 
looks  very  much  as  if  this  movement  in 
the  providence  of  God  should  be  the 
means  of  so  unifying  the  Lord's  people, 
that  the  prayer  which  fell  from  the  dy- 
ing lips  of  our  common  Master  should 
be  speedily  realized,  "I  in  them,  and 
thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made 
perfect  in  me;  and  that  the  world  may 
know  that  thou  has  sent  me."  This  is 
a  day  of  wonderful  conquests  and  reali- 
zations in  God's  kingdom,  but  it  is  also 
a  day  of  wonderful  prophecies.  Every 
land  is  open  to  the  gospel  From  every 
land  comes  the  cry,  "Come  over  and 
help  us."  The  wide  world  is  the  field, 
and  the  harvest  is  ripe.  Never  before 
were  the  opportunities  so  great  to  evan- 
gblize  tkfc-TTJT**  "as  -to-dry.  -T1^^  is 
but  one  way  for  the  church 
to  meet  these  opportunities.  Co-opera- 
ation,  unity  and  concentration  of 
effort.  The  Christian  Endeavor 
Movement  promises  to  bring  about 
these  results.  May  it  not  be  that  this 
promising  child  of  the  church  has  been 
born  for  this  divine  purpose."  Let  us 
nurture  it  carefully,  God  has  some 
great  mission  for  it  to  fill.  Several  of 
our  protestant  churches  are  net  in 
hearty  and  full  sympathy  with  this 
movement,  in  the  main  because  it  is 
inter-denominational.  Are  not  these 
churches  standing  in  their  own  light? 
To  us  this  feature  of  the  movement 
seems  altogether  providential.  "We 
need  to  be  cautious  "Lest  haply  we 
may  be  found  even  to  fight  against 
God."  We  hail  the  day  when  denom- 
inational line3  shall  sink  into  obscurity, 
and  when  God's  people  shall  know  but 
one  Master  and  one  purpose,  viz.  the 
conquest  of  the  world  for  Christ. 

THE    CONVENTION,      AND     CHRISTIAN    EN- 
DEAVOR   MOVEMENT,     MISSIONARY. 

Ill  one  of  its  distinctive  features,  this 
movement  promises  to  be  pre-eminently 
Missionary.  This, was  clearly  indicated 
by  the  spirit,  addresses  and  reports  of 
the  Minneapolis  convention.  Through 
this  movement  the  missionary  spirit  is 
nurtured  and  is  laying  hold  of  the  hearts 
of  the  young  people.  Every  local 
society  is  becoming  a  missionary  society, 


doing  work  of  this  distinctive  nature  in 
its  own  community.  During  the  past 
year  the  local  societies  brought  into 
the  church  from  the  ranks  of  their  as- 
sociate members,  82,500  souls.  Many 
of  these  societies  contribute  monthly  to 
the  cause  of  missions,  home  and 
foreign.  The  Rev.  A.  A.  Fulton,  of 
Canton  China,  who  delivered  the  "Mis- 
sionary Address"  at  the  convertion,  is 
.  enthusiastic  in  his  efforts  among  the  En- 
deavorers  to  induce  them  to  give  two 
cents  per  week  for  missions.  Many 
of  the  local  societies  reported 
that  they  were  educating  young 
men  and  women  who  had  dedi- 
cated themselves  to  the  foreign  mission 
work.  And  already  scores  of  these 
Young  Endeavorers  are  reported  as  hav- 
ing enlisted  to  go  into  the  foreign  field. 
A  young  Chinaman,  who  spoke  in  one 
of  the  open  conference  meetings  of  the 
convention,  said,  "I  have  been  in  this 
country  four  years.  I  have  found  Je- 
sus through  the  help  of  the  young  peo- 
ple, and  I  am  thankful  for  it."  "When 
asked  what  he  now  purposed  doing,  he 
said,  "I  am  going  back  to  my  people, 
to  tell  them  of  Jesus."  Through  the 
the  concentrated  efforts  of  the  young 
people  we  may  hope  there  shall  be 
hundreds  of  such  conversions.  The 
future  ministers,  missionaries,  and  Sun- 
day School  teachers  in  our  aggressive 
evangelical  "lurches  will  come 
in  the  main  from  the  ranks  of 
our  Christian  Endeavor  Societies, 
This  characteristic  spirit  of  this  move- 
ment is  all  summed  up  in  the  command 
of  our  common  Master,  "Go  ye  into  all 
world  and  preach  the  gospel  so  every 
creature."

THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL    TEACHER—HIS 
QUALIFICATIONS. 


None  but  a  Christian  should  be  a 
teacher'in  the  Sunday  School.  As  his 
work  is  for  the  gospel  of  Christ,  to 
bring  souls  to  Christ  and  build  up  souls 
in  Christ,  he  must  needs  be  a  devout 
follower  of  Christ.  No  one  can  speak 
earnestly  and  confidently  in  behalf  of 
any  cause,  unless  he  believes  in  it.  No 
man  can  teach  the  Bible  effectually  un- 
less he  believes  it  to  be  true,  nor  can 
he  teach  the  gospel  except  as  the  f di- 
vine plan  for  saving  souls. 

He  should  have  a  personal  experi- 
ence of  Christianity,  being  reconciled 
to  God,  and  enjoy  the  consciousness  of 
pardon,  and  communion  with  Christ, 
for  only  such  can  have  sympathy  with 
the  gospel,  can  understand  its  myste- 
ries, and  teach  it  to  others.  As  a  blind 
man  cannot  understand  sight,  so  tfie 
unconverted  heart  cannot  comprehend 
spiritual  things. 

To  the  teacher  Paul  says,  "Fight  the 
good  fight  of  faith,  lay  hold  on   eternal 


life.  Whereunto  thou  art  also  called, 
and  hast  professed  a  good  profession 
bejore  many  witnesses."  "He  should 
show  both  the  character  which  he  would 
impart,  and  live  in  the  realm  to  which 
he  aspires  to  lead  hi9  class." 

The  teacher  slionld  be  a  member  of 
the  church,  and  whatever  influence  he 
possesses  should  be  given  to  the  church. 
The  teacher  who  is  outside  the  church 
will  not,  and  cau  not  lead  his  scholars 
into  the  church.  "He  should  be  at- 
tached, not  to  the  church  in  general, 
but  to  that  particular  church  whose 
doctrines,  forms,  methods,  and  spirit 
are  most  nearly  in  accord  with  his  own 
views,  and  best  adapted  to  promote  his 
own  growth  in  grace."  He  should  be  a 
working  member  of  the  church,  bear- 
ing the  church  upon  his  heart,  and  its 
work  in  his  hasds.  Christ  said,  "I  am 
the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches;  he  that 
abideth  iu  me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same 
bringeth  forth  much  fruit,  for  without 
me  ye  can  do  nothing." 

As  the  teacher's  work  is  with  the 
Bible  he  should  be  a  Bible  student, 
seeking  into  its  sacred  pages  for  the 
truth  which  shall  feed  his  own  soul  and 
supply  the  needs  of  his  class.  "All 
scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God, 
and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  re- 
proof, for  correction,  for  instruction  in 
righteousness:  that  the  man  of  God 
may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished 
unto  all  good  works."  He  must  study 
not  only  the  lesson,  but  the  chapter, 
the  book  containing  the  lesson. 

The  teacher  must  be  a  friend,  to  in- 
fluence souls.  There  must  be  a  con- 
tact of  heart  with  heart. 

The  teacher  must  be  a  friend  in  sym- 
pathy and  helpfulness,  he  must  be  able 
to  put  himself  in  the  pupil's  place.  To 
win  the  scholar's  love,  is  to  love  the 
scholar.  His  friendship  will  show 
itself  in  acts,  in  the  loving  spirit  which 
prompts  them,  a  helping  hand  to  one 
in  trouble,  will  make  a  teacher's  in- 
fluence potent. 

A  teacher  must  have  a  knowledge  of 
the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching, 
and  understand  the  work  in  which  he 
is  engaged.  He  must  know  his  oppor- 
tunities, and  make  the  most  of  them. 
He  must  fit  his  lesson  to  the  class,  and 
not  the  class  to  the  lesson.  "If  any  of 
you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God, 
and  it  shall  be  given  him." — S.
